Sacramento Asiadns 
ask Crusade funds 


SACRAMENTO 一 For the ftarst 
time,，Japanese and Chinese com- 
munity groups have joined forces 
calling on the Sacramento Area 
United Crusade to budget$50,000 
to help meet the needs of elderly 
Asians and recentimmigrants. 

Representatives of the volun- 
teer-staffed Asian Community Ser- 
Vices submitted a detailed proposal 
on March 31 this year. 

Backing ACS's attempt to seek 
crusade funds are the Japanese 
American Citizens League，the 
Capitol Lions Club (Chinese) and 
the Chinese Methodist Church. 

Specifically，the ACS program 
would establish projects for non- 
English--speaking Asian elders， 


_Such as classes in English and art 


and crafts activities, and would set 
up bijlingual referral services. 

Most of the current services for 
needy Asians are performed by 
young Chinese American and,Japa- 
nese American volunteers at the 
ACS center 1118 V.Street. 

Frank Iwama，JACL president， 


said the League，after a careful， 


review of the situation, has grown 
“deeply concerned that the Asian 
community hasni been adequately 
served by the existing United Cru- 
sade agencies. 

“This_ critical situation is ex- 
tremely important in light of the 


many problems which are unique 
to the Asian community. 

“Moreover，the Asians in the 
Sacramento area have faithfully 
contributed their fair share to the 
United Crusade, and it is only fair 
that the needs of the Asian commu- 
nity should receive your highest 
Priority.” 

The crusade's allocation for this 
year doesn't include ACS's Pre- 
Vious request for$5,000. A crusade 
spokesman has explained that ACS 
is one of about a dozen groups 
whbich have sought crusade funds 
and that the board hasn't yet de- 
cided how many addqitional agen- 
cies it can Support. 

In a recent comprehensive sur- 
vey，the crusade has found acute 
Problems among the older Chinese 
and Japanese immigrants and rural 
Filipino poor. 

The three Asian 和 华 oups，the 
study said, wouldbenefit “tremen- 
dously”from an interpreter service 
and more bijlingual personnel and 
publications in direct service agen- 
cies。 It estimated that there are 
about 5,000 old and recent immi- 
grants in the 20,000-member Asian 
cormunity. 

The ACS program，if financed， 
would staff the center with a direc- 
tor and two bilingual workers to 
carry out multiphased activities.

WASHINGTON--Actor Clifford 
Arashi who was dropped from his 
role as “Super Cin the Arena 
Stage Production “Pueblo” has 
fed charges; of racial discrimina- 
tion against Arena Stage with the 
District of Columbia Relations 
Commission. 

Meanwhile Arena Stage has repu- 
diated the charge of minority dis- 
crimination. 

“Unfortunately，Mr. Arashi did 
not measure Up to the role's re- 
quirements,”according to Thomas 
C. Fichandler，executive director 
of Arena Stage. 

Asa nonprofit organjzation oper- 
ating with a heavy deficit,“Arena 
Stage would have been delighted 
for both artistic and financial rea- 
sons 过 Mr. Arashi could have per- 
formed adequately the role for 
which he was signed,”Fichandler 
continued. “We _urged the play- 
WwWright,，Stanjley R. Greenberg, and 
director Gene Frankel to bear with 
him as long as possible but when it 
became clear to all of us that Mr. 
Arashi's acting abjlity fell short of a 
minimum acceptable level for the 
part, we reluctantly agreed that he 
had to be replaced.2” 

Arena Stage, formed in 1950,has 
been hiring minorities in all phases 
as actors，technicians，directors， 
stage managers，trainees， adminis- 
trative and custodial staff. It also 
commissioned a new play,““The 
Great White Hope,”based on the 
life of Jack Johnson which later 
became a Broadway production, a 
Pulitzer Prize and movie. Its initial 
Presentation at Arena Stage in- 
cluded James Earl Jones in the 
Imain role. 

Eichandler recalled Arena Stage 
also presented another Pulitzer 
Prize winning play, “No Place tobe 
Somebody,” by a black play- 
wTight，Charles Gordone,， with an 
integrated cast and directed by 
Gilbert Moses, a black director. Its 
acting classes are open to anyone 
with talent， Its faculty is inte- 


grated. 
“In view of our history,，I defy 


anyone to charge Arena Stage with 


"discrimnination against minorities,” 


Fichandjer concluded. “We will 
not，however，exmploy anyone 一 
Tegardless of race，religion，sex， 
color,，age or national origin 一 who 
is unabjle to perform his job ade- 
quately.”

$100,000. It has gotten to a rich manms game. A_ candidate， 
of lesser means might still make it, but he'd be obligated 
to those who contributed to his campaign. 


Adistrict, rather than a city-wide campaign would costs 
far less and would attract candidates with merit rather than 
connections. 


The advantage of district election gives neighborhoods 
better representation in City Hall. Supervlsors would have 
direct ties with constituents.Coming from the districts he 
would have a closer, better understanding of the district's 
problems and should be able to offer effective Solutions.
